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STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

Claims 1 through 16 are pending; claims 17 through 20 have been cancelled without 
prejudice or disclaimer. 

REMARKS 

Note that in order for an anticipation rejection to be proper, the anticipating reference must 
disclose exactly what is claimed. "A claim is anticipated only if each and every element as set forth 
in the claim is found, either expressly or inherently described, in a single prior art reference.' 1 
Verdegaal Bros. v. Union Oil Co. of California, 2 USPQ2d 1051, 1053 (Fed. Cir. 1987). "The 
identical invention must be shown in as complete detail as is contained in the ... claim." Richardson 
v. Suzuki Motor Co., 9 USPQ2d 1913, 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989). Note here that the Examiner has not 
relied on "inherency," accordingly, each and every element must be expressly described in Boden 
or Pshtissky. 

"There must be no difference between the claimed invention and the reference disclosure, 
as viewed by a person of ordinary skill in the field of the invention." Scripps clinic & Research 
Foundation v. Genentechjnc, 927F.2d 1565, 18USPQ2d 1001, 18USPQ2d 1896 (Fed. Cir. 1991). 

The indication of the allowable subject matter of claims 1-16 is noted with appreciation.
